Two Granite City brothers 
were in custody after one aileg- 
edly tried to lure two children 
into his car and the other alleg- 
edly threatened the same _ chil- 
dren following his brother's 
arrest.

The children’s mother told 
authorities that the children 
were playing near the street of 
their residence in the 5200 block 
of Lakeview when Chilcutt drove 
up and told them to..get into his 
auto. The children refused and 
Chilcutt allegedly asked the chil- 
dren if their father was home. 


When’ they said that he was not,; 


Chilcutt again told them to get 
into the car, the mother said.

Man convicted of 
murdering cousin

An Eagle Park man was found 
guilty of first-degree murder 
Thursday in the 1990 shooting 
death of ‘his cousin. 

A Madison County jury delib- 
erated less than three hours 
before convicting Reuben Thorn- 
ton Jr., 27. 

Thornton was charged with 
first-degree murder after shoot- 
ing his cousin, David Brandon, 
22, on Nov. 11, 1990. Thornton 
shot Brandon once in the chest 
with a .20-gauge sawed-off shot- 


gun. 

Chief Criminal Court Judge 
Edward C. Ferguson denied a 
motion for a directed verdict, 
made by Public Defender John 
Rekowski prior to closing argu- 
ments. 

Thornton, who faces a mini- 
mum 20-year prison term, will 
be sentenced following a presen- 
tencing investigation. 

Rekowski said Thornton ‘‘is 
not the brightest man in the 
world” and was “the worst wit- 
ness I've ever seen.”” 

The defender added that 
Thornton reacts badly under 
pressure, behavior proven by the 


shooting of Brandon. 

Rekowski characterized Thorn- 
ton, who was a special education 
student before graduating from 
high school, as ‘“‘dumb.”’ 

“But being dumb doesn’t make 
you a murderer,’’ Rekowski 
Said. 

Rekowski further argued that 
Brandon was a bully who had 
relentlessly stalked Thornton for 
two days prior to the shooting. 

Thornton had testified to fear- 
ing his cousin and Rekowski said 
that fear was very real, forcing 
‘Thornton to act in self-defense. 

**‘When a guy is coming at you, 
you don’t stop and say, ‘Excuse 
me, Mr. Thug. Are you going to 
do great bodily harm or are you 
only goi to hurt me a little 
bit?’ ”” owski said. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Rob- 
ert Trone vehemently denied 
that the shooting was self- 
defense. 

“This was an act of retaliation 
and revenge,’’ Trone_ said. 
“(Thornton) laid in wait for his 
victim. He waited for him to get 
out of his car and therr he blast- 
ed (Brandon) away.””

Weber questions Harrison court ruling 


State Supreme Court candidate 
Don Weber is questioning his 
opponent's participation in an 
appellate court case involving 
East St. Louis City Hall 

Weber, a Republican, said 5th 
District Appt ellate Court Judge 
Moses Harrison should not have 
articipated because he had ear- 
jer benefited from a $5,000 con- 
tribution one of the attorneys in 
the case made to the state Dem- 
ocratic Party. 

Harrison said Wednesday he 
had no knowledge of the contri- 
bution. 

At the beginning of May, a 
three-judge panel of the appel- 
late court partially overturned a 
lower court ruling that gave 
Walter DeBow the City Hall and 
a 220-acre industrial site to settle 
a $3.4 million judgment he won 
against the city. 

A jury awarded the damages 
to DeBow in 1985 for a beating 
he suffer at the hands of 
another prisoner in the East St. 
Louis jai 

In a split decision, the appel- 
late court ordered the City Hall 
returned to East St. Louis but let 
:DeBow keep the industrial site 

Appellate Court Judge Philip 
Rarick held that both properties 
should be returned to the city. 
Judge Thomas Welch agreed 
that City Hall shoul be 
returned, but not the industrial 
site.

The move means IP offices in 
downtown Collinsville and 
Edwardsville will close at the 
end of business on Friday, May 
22. But IP Area Manager Terry 
J. Kohier said walk-in customers 
will be able to pay their bills at 
designated downtown businesses 
in the two cities.

Easing the American dream 
Program aims to cut home buying costs

The American dream of home ownership could 
become a reality for many Illinois residents. 

State Treasurer Pat Quinn has announced the 
initiation of the Home Start Program, designed to 
reduce down payments and closing costs for home 
buyers who meet financial eligibility requirements. 

“We don’t want that American dream of owning 
& ‘home to become a pipe dream ... We want to 
make the 1990s a decade of home ownership in 
Ulinois,’’ Quinn said when introducing the program 
in Belleville on May 13. 

The program is available to all potential home 
buyers in the state whose family income is less 
than 115 percent of the median income for the 
county. The state is providing $100 million in ‘‘seed 
money”’ to hundreds of local financial institutions 
throughout the state for the program. 

The median income in both St. Clair and Madi- 
son counties is $45,080. Families there with an 
annual income of less than $51,842 may qualify for 
the program. 

The principal obstacle for most potential home 
buyers is not interest rates, Quinn said, but closing 
costs, a down payment and lending terms. 

‘The program is designed to make mortgages 
pos affordable ‘‘to everyday working people,” he 
said. 

‘“*Many renters pay more money each month in 
rent than they w6uld pay under the program” 
because they can’t get over the hump of a down

Under the program, a down payment of 5 per- 
cent or less, as opposed to the traditional 10-20 
percent, is required. 

Closing costs are reduced by eliminating the 
need for a conventional two-month cash reserve. 

More flexible lending terms allow buyers to 
commit as much-as a third of their income to 
mortgage payments, as opposed to the traditional 
28 percent, Quinn said. 

“The whole purpose of the program is to give 
people a stake in our economic system,” Quinn 
said. ‘“‘When you’re a home owne! you have a 
stake." 

He said people who own their own homes tend to 
become more involved in other community inter- 
ests, such as local schools, businesses and church- 
es. 

Fifteen- to 30-year fixed-rate mortgages are 
being offered by lending institutions participating 
in the program. The program is not limited to 
first-time buyers, but funds cannot be used to refi- 
nance an existing mortgage. 

The Federal National Mortgage Association 
(Fannie Mae) will purchase al! loans originated 
under the program, allowing for the lower down 
payments and flexible lending criteria

Since the School of Nursing 
opened in 1955, 2,255 students 
have graduated. ‘I’ see it as one 
door closing and another door 
opening,”’ Kuhrik said. “It’s an 
exciting time.”’ 

Kuhrik has spent 24 years with 
the school 12 years in the 
School of Nursing and 12 years 
at Barnes Hospital. ‘‘When you 
work at the best, why leave?” 
she says. ‘‘Barnes Hospital is a 
major advantage for students. 
It’s one of the top 10 hospitals in 
the country.”’ = 

Not only is the hospital first- 
rate, Kuhrik says the, students 
have the advantage of providing 
care to the types of patients oth- 
er students only read about in 
textbooks. Students handle post- 
operative procedures for heart, 
lung, kidney and bone-marrow 
transplant patients.

Like everything, the nursing 
profession has seen dramatic 
changes in the last few

Job-shift bill gets watered down 


SPRINGFIELD — A _ bill 
prompted by Laclede Steel Co.'s 
Jans to move jobs frdm Alton to 
andalia has been fadically 
changed. . 

An amendment added to the 
bill in the Senate Thursday 
would merely require businesses 
that have received enterprise 
zone benefits to notify the state 
and'local governments within 60 
day’--of ceasing any business 
activity in the zone. 

The original bill sparked op) 
sition from business and the Illi- 
nois. Department of Commerce 
and. ‘Community Development 
because it would have required 
firms in the zones to pay back 
incentives if they moved jobs 
away 

State Sen. Sam Vadalabene, 
D-Bdwardsville, said changing 
the bill removed any opposition. 

The original bill would have 
required firms in the zones to 
nolify DCCA within 90 days of 
any move that would cause the 
loss of either 25 percent of the 
work force or 25 employees, 
whi¢hever was greater. A public 
hearing would then determine 
what tax credits, exemptions 
and other zone benefits were 
provided and the department 
and affected local governments 
would determine if the firm

The Medicare program will 
faceSsevere financial problems 
in the next few years. According 
to thé annual report of the trust- 
ees of Social Security and Medi- 
caréTrust Funds, Medicare's 
Hospital Insurance (Part A) 
Fung ‘‘is severely out of finan- 
cial sbalance.”” Even under opti- 
mis’ assumptions, Part A will 
remain solvent only until 2009. 
Undér pessimistic assumptions, 
the fund could be exhausted as 
early as the year 2000. 

The long-term projections are 
glum, too. Medicare Part A 
spent about 1.3 percent of the 
United States’ Gross Domestic 
Product in 1991, but will spend 
4.7-Bercent of GDP in the year 
2065."At the same time, the ratio 
of Medicare taxpayers to Medi- 
care enrollees will begin to 
decline rapidly early in the next 
century. There are currently 
Bbout four taxpayers supporting 
eaeh “Medicare enrollee. There 
‘will be only two taxpayers for 
each enrollee by the middle of 
the..next century. Medicare’s 
anticipated reserves and financ- 
ing-afe inadequate to offset this 
demegraphic change. 

The’ Medical Insurance (Part 
B) program is in good shape — 
for how.

In the past five years, 
Part B expenses have grown 36 
percent faster than the economy, 
despite efforts to control costs.

years of work — receives a very 
small benefit. That’s because his 
10 years of earnings have to be 
averaged in with 25 years of 
zero earnings to compute a 35- 
year average: 

@. Pm a new mother. At the 
hospital, they told me they could 
order a Social Security number 
for m@ and I wouldn’t have to go 


to a Social Security office. How’ 


does that work? 

A. Here’s how it works: When 
you_completed the state birth 
Tegistration form, you indicated 
whether you wanted a Social 
Security card for your baby. If 
you said yes, the hospital for- 
warded your request, along with 
the birth information, to the 
state vital statistics office. The 
state transmits it electronically 
to Social Security, where the 
application is- processed and a 
number is issued in the child’s 
name. 

“Enumeration at birth” began 
in 1989. It’s offered free of 
charge as a cooperative effort 
between the hospital, the state 
and the Social Security Adminis- 
tration. It eliminates the extra 
step of the parent mailing an 
application and birth certificate 
to a local Social Security office. 
Every state has an enumeration 
agreement except Alaska, Cali- 
fornia, Connecticut, Rhode 
Island and Oklahoma.

“I commend Macoupin 
County officials for taking steps 
to safeguard this important

The 4S-page document was dis- 
covered in a routine search of 
county records conducted by the 
Lincoln Legal Papers project.

The papers include a railroad 
fraud case litigated. by Lincoin 
from 1855 to 1859, and a two- 
page document written while 
Lin¢oin was defending John 
Bantzhouse on a murder charge.
